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Of the Lieutenant and Acting Governor of Ken- 
tucky, to both branches of the I.-sgislature, 
December Session, 1839. 



Gentlemen of the Senate, 

and of the House of Representatives: 

It liHS become my duty to meet you on the 
present occasion, as chief Magistrate of Ken- 
tucky, in consequence of one of tliose afflic- 
ting visitations of Providence from vvhicii 
none, however exalted or however virtuous, 
are exempted. The decease of Governor 
Clark since the close of the last se., ion of 
the General Assembly, is an event alike de- 
plored by his family and the State. The 
one has been deprived of its honored head, 
the other of an able and an accomplished 
statesman. The death of such a man at any 
time, may well be counted a loss to the Com- 
monwealth; but when we reflect, that he had 
been selected by his fellow citizens to dis- 
charge the high and responsible duties of Gov- 
vernor of the Commonwealth at an interest- 
ing period of her history, 1 am sure all will 
unite with me in the expression of an unfeign- 
ed regret for his death. 

I am unable, on the present occasion, fel- 
low citizens, to greet your meeting with the 
accustomed congratulations for the prosper- 
ous and happy condition of the Common- 
wealth, While we have abundant cause of 
thanks to God for His care and His blessings 
of health tons, we are called to witness with 
deep regret an embarrassment of the fiscal 
concerns of our State, threatened with an a- 
bandonment of our public works, to experi- 
ence a derangement of the commercial and 
monetary concerns of the whole community, 
which is calculated to prostrate the enterprize 
and paralyze the industry of our fellow-citizens. 
Evils of such a magnitude cannot arise from 
inconsiderable and accidental causes. In 
part they may be traced to that adventurous 
spirit of speculation and trade which charac- 
terizes our population, always in danger of 
running into excesses when stimulated and 
encouraged by a facility of acquiring, tempo- 
rarily, the means to give it action. 

May we not certainly find abundant cause 
for the present deplorable condition of the 
currency of the Union, in the failure on the 
part of the General Government to perform 
its high duty of furnishing to commeice and 
trade a sound circulating medium. In the 
Congress of the United States, for wise pur- 
poses, has been vested the power to regulate 
the currency. The experience of the com- 
mercial world has demonstrated that the use 
of a mixed currency of uniform value, prop- 
erly regulated by law, is the most convenient 
and profitable to trade. During those peri- 
ods of our own history, when we had such a 
currency furnished and protected by the only 
power in our Government competent to fur- 
nish and at the sine time to protect it, this as- 
sumption was verified by an experience of 
forty years of National and State prosperity. 
During the times referred to, when the Gen- 
-eral Government exercised, wihout pa-sion, 
that power over the subject which appropri- 
ately belongs to the Congress of the United 
States, we had a currency that challenged 
ihe admiration of the civilized world. The 
commerce of the country was not so frequent- 
ly or so destructively visited by those revul- 
sions to which trade is ever more or less sub- 
jected. The prices of labor and the produc- 
tions of industry were steady and liberal. — 
The Banking institutions of the State moved 
within their appropriate sphere, furnished a 
safe and convenient domestic circulating me- 
dium. If tempted by avarice at any time to 
exceed the legitimate rules of sound and fair 
banking, they were instantly checked by the 
fiscal operations of the Generrl Government 
through an efficient and legitimate agent, act- 
ing constantly, equally and uniformly, upon 
the whole community. 

In the midst of our greatest prosperity, it 
pleased the administrators of the Federal 
Power, for various motives, to wage a war up- 
on the existing state of things not then avow- 
ing their purpose (if such cttlered into the 
motives of their action,) to bring the com- 
merce and enterprise of the country to a 
specie standard, and to declare all other cir- 
culation as contraband. The public w’erc 
told, and a majority confided, that the States, 
through the agency of State Banks, could 
furnish a currency as good, if not better, cer- 
tainly safer, and perform all the exchanges 
upon as reasonable terms as they had been 



furnished by the National Bank. That war 
has been successful. The States have es- 
sayed, by the agency of local Banks, toper- 
form the duties of fiscal agents to the General 
Government; to furnish a circulating medium 
to trade, and do the exchanges of commerce. 
All unite now in the same opinion, that the ex- 
periment has been fairly made and has totally 
failed. And those who were the first to or- 
iginate the scheme were the first to abandon it, 
and arc now loudest in its condemnation. 
Shall we again be tempted to try another 
new and untried experiment, or shall we re- 
turn to the safe precedents set us by Washing- 
ton and pursued by his compatriots, Madi- 
son and Monroe? 

I Kentucky, as a State, was found defending 
the principles of the administrations of those 
jmen upon the subject of currency; she was 
overcome and has been seduced to follow the 
example of other States in the establishment 
of State Banks, in which she not only vested 
her capital, but upon the sound administration 
of their concerns she has staked her charac- 
ter as a State and the prosperity of her peo- 
ple. 

In common witli the other States of tlie 
Union, the Banks have again suspended the 
payment of specie for their notes. Her citi- 
zens are laboring under a severe pecuniary 
pressure. So far as it relates to the manage- 
ment of our own Banks, a careful examination 
of the general condition of tlieir afTairs, a 
strict scrutiny into their liabilities and their 
means, enable me to say that wisdom and pru- 
dence and an ardent desire to continue the 
payment of specie have marked the whole 
course of the Directory. Indeed their efforts 
to discharge their liabilities have been the 
cause of much individual embarrassment, and 
a general complaint throughout the Stale of 
the scarcity of money. 

No better evidence upon the subject need 
be required, than a statemant of the amount 
of specie paid at the counter of the banks 
within the last twelve months, and the reduc- 
ed amount of the liabilities of the Banks to 
the cbunlry since the first suspension. Such 
has been the universal derangement of the 
monetary concerns of the Unilen States, aris- 
ing from a variety of causes, no inconsidera- 
ble one of which is the utter inability of the 
State Banks to perform the busines.s of foreign 
or domestic exchange, that specie found no 
resting or abiding place. It became an article 
of barter and trade, and was shipped and 
transported from point to point, to furnish a 
fund upon which the brokerage of the country 
feasted and fattened at the expense of fair 
commerce and industrious labor. 

In order to satisfy my ov.n mind upon the 
subject, and to furnish the representatives of 
the people with evidence upon which they 
could rely in any effort which may be made 
to account for the evils which surround us, 
and apply any remedy which their wisdom 
mightsuggest, within their constitutional pow- 
ers, I addressed an official communication to 
the Presidents of each of the Banks, upon be- 
ing informed of the suspension of specie pay- 
ments, requesting to be furnished with a stale- 
Iment of their condition — copies of which re- 
' ports are herewith sent. 1 have also ascer- 
itained that not less than two millions of dol 
;lars of specie have been withdrawn from the 
banks, and at least one million six hundred 
thousand dollars have been exported from the 
State within the last twelve or fifteen months. 
|The demand for specie for exportation con- 
itinued to increase, the Eastern Banks, and 
the Banks of the States upon our borders, 
j with M’hom the commercial relations of Ken- 
itucky were most intimately connected, having 
jsuspended, there was left to the Kentucky 
[Banks (though abundantly able to have wea- 
ithered the storm, by continuing their lieavy 
demands upon their creditors,) no choice but 
to suspend. It is a matter of congratulation 
to be able to say to you, that my confidence 
in the ability of our Banks to meet all their 
liabilities is firm, and remains unshaken by 
any developements made since their suspen- 
sion; and 1 am persuaded an anxious desire is 
felt by the managers of these institutions to 
resume the payment of specie, so soon as the 
condition of the country shall authorize it. 

This suspension, which it is hoped is only 
temporary, will enable the Banks, in some de- 
gree, to relieve the country from that heavy 
pressure every where felt and acknowledged. 



books of the Auipbr and Treasurer for ten 
years past, it will be seen that the ordinary 
expenses of the State have greatly exceeded 
|the amount of the revenue collected. To 
make up this deficit, the Treasurer has been 
jCompelled to overdraw upon the Bank from 
year to year. I he amount paid at the Treas- 
ury during the fiscal year ending on the lOth 
of October last, over and above theamountof 
revenue paid, is forty two thousand two hun- 
dred and twenty four dollars sixty one cents. 

I he ordinary charges upon the Treasurv for 
the ensuing year, without including anv de- 
mands which may be created bj’ legislative 
appropriations during th& present session, are 
estimated by the Second Auditor at two hun- 
dred and sixty nine thousand siv hundred and 
eighty, one dollars and seventy three cents. — 

The receipts for the same period, upon the 
present basis of taxation, will be unequal to 
pay this amount and liquidate the balance now 
due by the Treasury to the Bank of Kentuc- 
ky. A statement of the facts is all that can 
be necessary to induce the representatives of 
tlie people to assume the responsibilily of pro- 
viding a revenue adequate to the reasonable 
demands upon the Treasury. It is a humilia- 
ting condition for a proud Commonwealth to 
witness her fiscal officer appealing to the in- 
dulgence of a cashier of a Bunk for permis- 
sion to overdraw in order to pay the demands 
made upon the Treasury by authority of law. 

A people as patriotic as the people of Ken- 
tucky — possessing the abundant resources 
which they do, and which are within the reach 
of industry end enterprize, paying infinitely 
less amount of taxation upon the aggregate 
wealth of the Stale than is paid in any other 
State in the Union — so far from censuring 
their representatives, demand of them to ex- 
ert the powers with which they have been in- 
vested to make their Government independent 
in all its functions, but especially to establish 
a State revenue that shall be equal to the an- 
nual wants of the Common wealth. 

Your system of revenue, to be just, should 
be equal. It never should exact Irom the 
community more than is wanted for public 
uses. A superabundance should be avoided 
for the same motives that a statesman would 
guaid against a deficit for the necessary pur- 
poses of free Government. 

Will it be contended by any that our taxes 
of ten cents upon one hundred dollars are 
high, when we know that our fellow citizens 
of Ohio are paying, without a murmur, fifty 
cents for every one hundred dollars of taxable 
property, and that lliose of Indiana are pay- 
ing thirty cents? Tliere tire various sources 
of wealth, and many objects of luxury, to say 
nothing of vice, wliich invite the Legislature 
to impose upon them a portion of the burthen 
of the Commonwealth. Our fellow citizens 
desire a stable, safe and equal Government, 
honestly administered in all of its depart- 
ments, and they are willing to incur the ex- 
penses necessary to maintain such an one.- — 

I will not, therefore, permit myself to doubt 
the course which you will pursue upon the 
subject. 

Y'our revenue »)'stom,as it now exists, if no in- 
crease, in tho opinion of the Legislature, should at 
this time bo made, requires amendment and revi- 
sion, in order to insure its equality and prompt pay- 
ment into the Treasury. A radical defect exists 
in the mode of tho appointment of tho assessors of 
tax, and their compensation. Complaints of une- 
qual, if not unfair, valuations of property I'or taxa- 
tion everywhere exist. Persons wholly incompe- 
tont are often selected by tho county courts, for 
reasons other than thoir fitness for tho station. The 
power vested in tho county courts of increasing the 
compensation, when their judgment or discretion 
is tho solo guide, is often exorcised moro in refer- 
ence to favoritism for the commissioner than the

trated by a comparison of tho size, population, and | found parricidal enough to destroy at home 
amount of taxation in tho counties of Scott and 
Sholby. The amount jiaid lor taking in tho list of 
taxable property in tho county of Scott, for 1839, is 
four hundred and fifty dollars — the amount of rev- 
enue to be collected is six thousand seven hundred 
and twenty dollars and forty nine cents; amounts 
[paid for same, in Shelby, is three hundred and sev- 
enty five dollars — amount of rovenue in same is 
ten thousand three hundred and twenty dollars and 
[fifty cents. There must bo something wrong in 
the system. The County t.ourt of Scott most as- 
suredly allowed two much, or that of Shelby has 
‘not allowed enough. 

I It has occurred to mo that if tho office of assessor 



or corrective applied. The annual reports of the' 
Auditors and Treasurer, which will be submitted to 
you in a few days, will furnish you a more detailed 
and satisfactory statement of tho receipts and ex- 
penditures of tho past year. 

The condition of the public offices, not only as 
to the manner in which the duties have beendis-, 
charged, which 1 am sure will meet your approba- 
tion, but particularly tho buildings in which they 
nro kept, invites your examination. The daily and 
hourly exposure of the public archives of tho State, 
including the records of titles to land granted by 
tho Commonwealth of Virginia and Kentucky, to 
imminent danger of destruction by fire, should eli- 
cit from tho Legislature some provision by law for 
their greater security. 

There is one item of exiiendituro during tho past 
iyear which requires an explanation. Upon the 
1 1 1th day of March, 1839, Governor Clark recoivod 
a communication from the President of the Lexing- 
ton and Ohio Rail Road Company, informing him 
that the company would lie unable to pay the in- 
terest then falling duo upon their loan for which tho 
State stood pledged, and expressing an opinion that 
it was highly probable tho company would be un- 
able to pay any thing in future. Governor Clark 
directed the amount to be paid out of the State 
I Treasury, being of opinion that it was not a charge 
upon the Sinking Fund. Upon the seventh of Sep- 
tember I addressed the President of tho company, 
and requested that he would take stops to reim- 
burse the Treasury the amount advanced, and re- 
lievo tho State, by the prompt, payment of tho fu- 
[ture instalments of interest, from any further lia- 
jhility. His answer was, that the company wore 
junablo to pay. Influenced by the motive which 
actqfitcd my predecessor — that of saving tho credit 
|and preserving inviolate the faith of the Stats — I 
directed the jiaymont of the fall instalment of in- 
terest. The whole amount paid by the State is 
about eight thousand dollars. Copies of the cor- 
rospondonce between the Executive and the Pres- 
ident of the company are sent you with this com- 
munication, together with the report of the Presi- 
dont of tho company, recently made, of tho condi- 
tion of tho alTairs of the company, that you may de- 
termine not only u|K)n tho propriety of tho course 
j which necessity forced tho Governor to adopt, but 
jalso upon the expediency of at once proceeding un- 
Mer the provisions of the act authorizing tho on- 
jdorsoment of this debt by the State, to sell the road 
and the ofl’octs of the company, or so much thcro- 
jof, as will pay tho debt and intorcst, and release 
tho Commonwealth from all further trouble and li- 
ability upon tho subject. A sale has not boon di- 
reted, because 1 thought it was due to all con- 
cerned, and to the Legislature particularly, to a- 
wait any action which they might take in the pro- 
mises. 

His Excellency, Gov. Clark, appointed James 
•M. Bullock, Esq. as agent of tho State to make 
sale of tho .State bonds authorized and directed by 
tho law of the last session. This gentleman vis- 
ited New York early in the season to execute the 
trust confided t« him. Ho prolonged hie stay un- 
til the month of October — using all tho moans con- 
sistent with a proper reejject for tho character of 
the State, and a duo regard to tho interest of the 
Commonwealth, to offoct a sale upen the terms 
'proscribed in tho law under which he was appoin- 
ted. No sale could be made upon terms which the 
I State ought to have accepted. It was thought whol- 
|ly useless for him to have visited Europe npon this 
j business. There has Dccn no demand for State 
[stocks tho past season, either in the market of tho 
United States or of Europe. The course pursued 
by tho agent of tho State in declining a sale upon 
;thc terms ofierod by some of the capitalists and 
I monied institutions of Now York, and particularly 
jhis timely expose in tho Now York Journals of tho 
jroal conffition and amount of public debt owing by 
' Kentucky, has met my entire approbation. Though 
ho has been unable to serve the Commonwealth by 
sale of tho bonds, it must be highly gratifying to 
him, and to you also, to know that ho has been in- 
strumental in some degree in placing tho credit of 
the State in a position well understood and duly to 
be appreciated. A confidence, not only in her a- 
bility but in her integrity and disposition as a 
Commonwealth to fulfil all her engagements, has

I Tho State is still in arrenr to contractois upon 
turii|)ikc roads and uixm the rivers. To enable | 
tho Board to comp cto some of tho most important 
public works upon tho Kentucky river by the meet- 1 
. iiigo. tho Legislature, and to fulfil their engagement 
to public contractors for work done, an effort was 
made to soil a portion of the Stato bonds to the cit- 
izons of Kentucky, which has proved partial- 
ly successful. 'J’ho amount thus to bo received 
and the amount borrowed of the Banks w-ill, in some ^ 
dogreo, roliovo tho contractors and enable tho State ^ 
in part to comply w ith hor jwsitivo ongagomonts 
w-ith them. 

It is with much satisfaction I am authorized to 
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state to you that three locks and dams upon tho 
I Kentucky river, between Frankfort and the Ohio, 
are in such a state of forwardness that the naviga- 
lon will bo oiiened in a very few days. A prac- 
tical illustration, of tho utility and importance of 
tho improvement of our rivers, by locks and dams, 
will hen be presented to the ropresontntives of the 
people, which will do moro tow ards removing the 
objectioBs urged against it, than all tho arguments 
of Its most ardent and sanguine friends — an exhi- 
bition which, by its own influence, will overcome 
much of that honest projudico which exists in tlio 

community. It must be matter of doop regret to 
every true friend of his country, if at this crisis 
n» the affairs of the Commonwealth, any one, pre- 
ferring tho success of a political parly to tho im- 
provement of the physical and moral condition of 
his ow-n Slate, should be found exerting his influ- 
ence to increase and excite unjust prejudices in 
the public mind against a system which is fraught 
with such rich blessings to our State. Tho Legia- 
laiion oi Kentucky, having for its object the im- 
provementof our roads and rivers, owes its origin 
to no partizan feeling in our councils. It was con- 
ceived in a spirit of patriotism, and has been sus- 
tained by a just pride to keep pace with our sister 
republics in the march of improvement, and in the 
race of State prosperity. All parties have yielded 
to it an honorable and disinterested support, guided 
and influenced by a laudable ambition to place Ken- 
tucky where she deserves to stand, pi-c-eminent as 
amomberof tho confederacy. Neither of the great 
political parties which have unfortunately divided 
the Commonw ealth upon questions of national poli- 
cy, has a right to claim tho system as its own, or to 
visit its evil consequences, if any, upon its antago- 
nist. It should be the pride, as it is tho duty, of 
all good citizens at this time to unite their exertions 
in the application of all the means and the resour- 
ces of the Commonwealth to the completion of 
the works which are under contract. The sys- 
tem, though obnoxious to tho charge of defects, 
promises good to tho whole communitv, and if not 
abandoned by its friends, will, in the end, shed 
its advantages and diffuse its blessings throughout 
our whole Commonw-oallli — one which will do- 
velopo the hidden resources of tho Stato, compel 
tho mountain and tho valley to yield up tho trea- 
sures to tho industry and enterprise of man, that 
ho may make them minister to his comfort and 
happiness, and increase the aggregate wealth and 
power of his Stato. Who among us will falter in 
such an enterprise? Though checked for a time in 
its onw ard march by embarrassment and difficul- 
ties, brought upon tho country by overtrading or 
caused by bad legislation, its friends have but to 
look steadily at the greatobjects they have in view to 
cheor them on to the final consummation of mea- 
sures, which in thoond, will commend themselves 
to a grateful country. It should be tlie policy of the 
friends of this system not now- to engage in new ob- 
jects or involve the Stato by now- contracts for pub- 
lic works. When matters shall right themselves; 
when confidence shall again be restored, and tho 
means can be attained, Kentucky owes it to horsolf 
to carry out tho system until each portion of the 
Stato shall bo made to foel its advantages and with 
pleasure acknow-lodgo tho wisdom and rovero the 
patriotism w-hich spoko it into existence. Alarm- 
ists upon this subject, I am fully aware, exist in 
tho community. They have existed in every State 

during tho progress of any groat public work 

The projector of the New York canal w'os pronoun- 
ced mad by his countrymen for a season, and not 
until the completion of that great undertaking was 
the wisdom and forecast of Jier Clinton acknowl- 
odgod by a grateful country. Now, as thon, tho ef- 
fective means employed to dotor, is the immense 
debt created. Then, ns now-, tho amount of the 
debt w as magnified. 

A statement of tho public debt of Kentucky at 
this time, with tho means of payment, may not be 
deemed inapjiropriate. The first debt created wae 
J wo mihions of dollars, which was vested in Bank 
[stock. The stock is worth the debt, ja ad will ulti- 
mately pay it. Tho amount of debt created for 
purposes of Internal Improvement, and for which 
the bonds ol the State are at this time hold by indi 
viduals, is one million seven hundred and sixty-five 
thousand dollars. Kentucky received of the United 
^ States ono million four hundred and thirty three 
thousand seven hundred and fifty seven dollar* 
'and thirty nine cents. Eight hundred and fifty 
thousand dollars of this sum was vested in In- 
ternal Improvement Bonds, and constitutes now the 
Common Sehool Fund; tho romaindor was vested 
in Bank stock for the use of tho State. If this be 
a debt, Kentucky owes it to herself, and it should 
not therefore be charged against hor. It may then 
be stated as above, that the whole amount of debt 
which she owes to individuals for bonds sold, is one 
million eovon hun'dred and sixty five thousand dol- 
lars. Tho Commonwealth now ow-n» in Bank stock, 
exclusive of tho two millions originally subscribed, 
one million seventy thousand and nine hundred 
dollars, which leaves a balance duo by tho State to 
bo liquidated by tho Sinking Fund, when it becomes 
due, of six hundred and ninety four thousand ono 
hundred dollars. This amount is oxclusivo of tho 
sum borrowed of tho Stato Banks, which on tho 
10th October did not oxcoed two hundred and 
fifty thousand dollars. Is this a debt of sufficient 
magnitude to alarm tho statesman and deter him 
from any further effort to improve tho face of his 
country, to render the natural canals which God 
and Nature havo created for us subservient to agri- 
, culture, manufactures and commorco? 

I There has been expended by the State upon all 
works of liilornal Improvement, including appro- 
priations made by tho Stato of funds derived from 
the Bank of tho Commonwealth, three millions one 
hundred and eighty two thousand and forty throe 
dollars.

The Amislad Trial . — The unsettled case of the 
negroes found on board the Amistnd. came on for 
trial last Tuesday, before the Connecticut District 
Court at Hartford. Mr. Baldwin, counsel for the 
negroes, presented a plea in abatement, objecting 
to tho jurisdiction of the Couri, on the ground 
that the Amistad was captured in the waters of 
New York. Another ground, was that the Afri- 
cans are not property, either by our laws or the 
laws of Spain. The suit now on trial is brought 
by Lieut. Gedney and other libellants, for salvage. 
'I'lie question of property, of course, will be in- 
volved, but at present the Court declines consider- 
ing lliat point. The question of jurisdiction must 
be seMled first. lividenco was accordingly ad- 
duced lo ascertain the precise place of capture — 
No decision has been yet made.

Amistad Case — A letter received this morning 
from Hartford, dated Wednesday, 11 o’clock, A. 
M. states that the Court unexpectedly adjourned 
lolhe first Tuesday in January, owing to the <ie- 
tention at New Haven of James Covey, the inter- 
preter, suhpained by the United States from the 
British brig Buzzard, on account of sickness. —

The Captain, who had gone} 
to his room, immediately rushed to the after part ofj 
the hurricane deck, directed the yawl to bedes-j 
patched to the re‘'cue of those who had been 
blown overboard — seven or eight in number, of 
which they succeeded in saving only six. ’I’he 
clerk. Burkenbein, had a narrow escape. He was 
in bis berth, and was blown, together with his mat- 
tress and a large iron chest, to the fore part of the 
boat, V here he was deposited unhurt. ! 

Upon examination it was found that the middle 
boiler had exploded, tearing out a “ring and a 
half,” and throwing the two outside boilders over- 
hoard. It appeard that the boiler had burst from 
the bottom, as the deck was torn .away and broken 
to pieces some 18 cr 20 feet, under the boilers . A 
portion of the bursted boiler was thrown upwards, 
carrying away the whole ofthe forward part of the 
cabin and with it the pilot house — then descending 
through the after part of the hurricane deck into 
the ladies’ cabin. I 

It is believed that the explosion was not caused 
by a want of water in the boilers, but that the part 
which gave way was not composed of good iron. 

After drifting a short distance, they were ena- 
bled, with the assistance of a canoe which had been 
sent from shore, to take their line to land and send 
the remaining part of the crew, except those actu- 
ally engaged at the pumps, to tho relief of the suf- 
ferers, who were conveyed on sliorfe.

Upon the Kentucky Ri%'cr three Locks and Dams 
aro nearly completed, and will, in a few days, give 
upon that river near eighty miles of safe navi-j 
gatioR from its mouth. Other Locks and Dams 
upon the three rivers are in a state of construction, j 
Gan it be^ said by any one that the funds of the 
State have been wasted and squandered? If any. 
shall doubt the practicability of the improvements, 
let him pause but a few days, when he shall wit-j 
ness the operation of the works on the Kentucky, and 
all his doubts and difficulties will be removed. If 
he doubts the utillity, 1 invite him to consult the 
inhabitants of Green River, who have witnsssed the 
safe navigation of that stream at a season when that 
of the Ohio was obstructed by shoals, 

Shall we, fellow-citixens, take council of our 
fears— abandon these noble enterprises — sacrifice 
all that has been done and e.xpended and degrade 
ourselves in the estimation cf out sister Slate? 
Better counsels I hope will guide your deliberations 
upon this interesting subject. If all the Turnpike' 
roads under contract, and the whale improvements 
contemplated npon the three rivers were comple- 
ted, the additional sum lequired te be paid by the 
State, js only five millions four hundred and sev- 
enty fpui; thousand two hundred and seventy 
nine dollars; add to thi.s additional sum the bal- 
ance of six hundred and ninety four thousand one 
hundred dollars, which the State now owes over her 
means of present payment, the whole debt would be 
six millions one hundred and seventy thousand 
three hundred and seventy nine dollars. What 
is this sum to the resources and wealth of the Stat 
of Kentucky, whose taxable property is now valued 
te two hundred and seventy five millions? 'I'his 
amount expended, and what are the results? We 
shall then have completed and under travel, eight 
hundred and thirteen miles of road and eight hundred 
and fifty three miles of slack water navigation suit- 
ed to Steam Boats two hundred ton, penetrating 
our State from its Ohio border to its eastern ntoun- 
tains in the three grand divisions of her territory. 

I forbear tc speak of the whole advantages which 
we have a right to anticipate from the completion 
and use of these works. When the improve- 
ments upon the Kentucky river shall reach the 
mineral regions, and the salt, the iron and the 
coal, which there every where abound, shall be dis- 
embowel led from the earth and enter into the '-on- 
sumption of Kentucky, and take the place ef those 
minerals now imported from Virginia, Ohio and 
Pennsylvania, we shall feel and duly appreciate 
some of the advantages to be derived from this ex- 
pcn^ilure of public money. At the head of this 
conl£)Tiplated navigation, is found the means cf 
manijiacturing salt sufficient for the consumption of 
five such States as Kentucky, now lacked up and 
adding but little, if any thing, to the wealth of the 
State. 

Deep jt comport with the principles of a sound 
jpoUtical econ- my, that our citizens shall continue 
. to pay tribute to other States, to whom we sell 
nothing, for this essential article of consumption, 
when there is found within her own territory the 
means of supplying her wants, and of rendering 
tributary to her, other portions of the Union? 
'You gentlemen, as the representatives of the peo- 
ple and as guardians of the public interest must 
assume the responsibility of now determining the 
future action of your State upon this vitally in- 
teresting subject. In that decision 1 invoke, for 
our common country, the exercise of your best 
judgments, divested of all extraneous feeling or po- 
litical passion. 

To enable the Legislature to determine upon the 
measures best to be pursued at the present crisis. 
I have thought that a statement of the condition 
and lesources of the Sinking Fund, in anticipation 
of the annual report of the Commissioner.^, might 
not’be unacceptable. The amount on hand on 
I3th December, 1838, was fifty five thousand and 
seventy five dollars and forty nine cents; amount 
received from December 13th, 1838, to Novera- 
her 13th, 1839, two hundred and forty nine thou- 
sand seven hundred and eight dollars and sixteen 
cenfc — total amount, three hundred and four 
thousand seven hundred and eighty throe dollars 
and sixty five cents; deduct amount expendedduring 
same time, two handred and fifty five thousand 
five hundred and eighty eight dollars and eighty five 
cents, which will leave, now on hand, forty nine 
thousand one hundred and ninety four dollars and 
eighty cents; to which add the probable amount to 
be received in the year 1840, two hundred and 
twenty one thousand five hundred and nine dollars, 
and deduct amount to be e.xpended in the same 
time one hundred and forty seven ihou.sand dollars, 
will leave on hand, at the end of the ensuing year, 
one hundred and twentv three thousand seven hun- 
dred and three dollars and eighty cents. The im- 
portance of the firthcr increasing and strangtliening 
this fund was forcibly brought to the consideration 
of the Legislature by my predecessor, to whose 
message upon this, as well as upon other subjects' 
requiring your attention, you are respectfully re- 
ferred. 

1 , In the pursuit of the means to meet tha exigencies 
of the public service at this time, permit me todi-| 
ract your attention to the just claim which tho States 
have upon the Federal Government to the distribu. j 
tian of the net annual proceeds arising from the, 
sale of the public lands. The right of tits States' 
to this fund is recorded upon tho statute books ofj 
the nation, and is one which they should never stir- 1 
render, as long as the right of petition and reraon-j 
strance is recognized by the constitution, or the voice, 
of freemen is heard to speak through their repre- 
eenlatives in the National Legi.slalure. 

The interesting subject of education will engage 
your attention during the present session. I will 
notin this communication fatigue you with any ar- 
guments in favor of general education. At this en- 
lightened day it is matter of astonishment if any 
man be found apposed to popular instruction. A 
government like ours, founded upon public opinion, 
depending upon tho virtue and intelligence of the 
people for its duration and just administration, is 
bound by every consideration of duty and the prin- 
ciples of self-preservation to provide the means and 
prescribe the manner of public instruction so as to 
render it convenient and accessible to tha whole 
community. Kentucky has resolved to make an 
afibrt in the cause of Common Schools. The out-’ 
lines of the system, proposing to combine the means 
•f the Government with those of individual and, 
Toluntary taxation, are delineated in the law of' 
1838. A fund, which now produces an annual in-j 
80me of fifty thouiand four hundred and fifteen dol-^ 



lars, has been set apart for this laudable purpose- 
It would be sound policy in the Legislature to in- 
crease this fund and make it efficient in the cause 
of education. There is no provision by the existing 
law for ascertaining the whole number of children 



as is consistent witli the objects designed by itieir confmen ent.

icessant the past year, is of opinion that if the num- 
jber of children had have been reported to the Board 
'of Education, several Common Scools, in various 
parts of the State, would now have been organized 
and in successful operation. His annual report to 
you will, more in detail, point out the legislation 
I necessary. 

There is one desideratum in the system, which, 

! while it continues, must render it difficult of gene- 
ral diffusion. There is no provision for the educa- 
tion and instruction of teachers for Common Schools. 
A capacity for teaching, though not wholly created 
by education, is certainly increased and made use- 
ful by instruction in the art of successfully commu- 
nicating knowledge to children- Would it not be 
well to appropriate a portion of the annual income 
of the School Fund to the establishment of a Pro- 
fe.iEOrship in the State University for the purposes 
of educating Common^School teachers? This would 
enable the State, through her University, to edu- 
cate, annually, a sufficient number of young men 
to supply the demand for teachers, »s the system 
shall progress in its organization and adoption by 
the paople. 

I will not allow’ myself to entertain the opinion 
that the Legislature of Kentucky intends to aban- 
don the University of the Stale. If there was no- 
thing of character and Slate pride involved in the 
consideration of this subject — if it were a mere 
matter of dollars and cents to be calculated, the in- 
terest of the Commonwealth and the principles of a 
just economy would be consulted and promoted by 
providing the means for educating, within her own 
territory, under her own supervision, the youth of 
the State. If the same amount expended in a sin- 
gle year by citizens of Kentucky in the education 
of their sons in the Colleges and Universities of 
other States, were profitably invested by the Legis- 
lature, it would place the University of the State in 
a condition to meet the demand.s of the community, 
and to command the attention and patronage of the 
States and Territories in the whole valley of the 
Mississippi. 

Shall Kentucky be the only State in the Union 
who cannot boast of her Stale University? Will 
you continue longer the practice of sending our 
young men to be educated in the schools and col- 
leges of other States, and have instilled into their 
minds principles at war with the domestic institu 
tions of their own Stale — principles opposed to 
those of the constitution and laws of the Comriion 
wealth? If there are objections to the organic laws 
of the University, amend them — if objections exist 
as to its present location, change it; but I ask you, 
in the name of our common country, in behalf of 
the cause of science ond letters, that you make it, in 
reality, an institution worthy of the State which 
professes to claim it, and enable it to minister to the 
wants *f th« community in promotion of the cause 
of education. 

Connected with this subject ef general education 
is another which 1 commend to your favorable con- 
sideration — the efforts now being made by the many 
societies in the State to improve the science and art 
of agriculture. Kentucky is, and must ever be, an 
agricultural State. Her wealth and prosperity 
mainly depend upon the productions of her soil and 
labor. A Stale Society has been formed for the 
purpose of combining and concentrating effort and 
talent in this great cause. These efforts, I hope, 
will meet your favorable consideration. When we 
reflect that much tho largest portion of the State 
revenue is derived from tlie farming class of the 
community — is it not Hue to them that a portion of 
it should be expended in founding a system of ag- 
ricultural instruction, that will, while it elevates 
the intellectual and moral character, teach the prac- 
tical farmer how to extract from the earth, with the 
least possible labor to himself and injury to the soil, 
the greatest amount of product — howto develope 
the latent energies of his farm — “to cause two 
blades of grass to grow where one had grown be- 
fore,” and by the combination of knowledge and 
skill with industry and labor, increase the wealth 
and resources of his State? 

The difficulties and practices which threatened to dis 
turb the peaceful relations of the citizens of Kentucky 
and Ohio, residing upon the Ohio border of the two States, 
(dilTcrenccs having their origin in that reckless spirit of 
fanaticism upon the subject of slavery, which has well pre- 
pared those under its influence to light the torehof servile 
war,) have, in a great measure, been obviated and sup- 
pressed by the timely and well conducted mission of 
Messrs Morehead and Smith, under the resolution of tho 
last Legislature. The satisfactory expose made by these 
gentlemon to the Ohio Legislature, of the grievances of 
which our citizens justly complained, resulted in the pas- 
sage of a law which promises greater security to the citi- 
zens of Kentucky, in the enjoyment of their right of prop- 
erty in their slaves. Tho penal sanctions of this law, if 
enforced by the authorities of Ohio, (and we have recent 
proof, by the conviction and punishment of the notorious 
Mahan, that her Judicial tribunals will enforce the execu- 
tion of it,) are sufficient to deter those unprincipled agita- 
tors from all attempts to violate the acknowledged rights of 
the citizens of Kentucky, ann thereby endanger that peace 
between the two States which it is the interest and duty of 
both to cultivate. The report of the Commissioners to the 
Executive, and a copy of the Law of Ohio referred to, are 
herewith sent. 

A medium of fixed value, by which the price of labor is 
to be ascertained and the exchanges of properly arc cirect- 
ed, has been regarded as essential in every commercial ! 
community. In my opinion, a sound political econemy I 
requires that a circulating medium should never be treated 
as a commodity, and become the subject of barter and sale; 
be made to vary in the value of its use, as the cupidity of 
I tho capitalist and money dealer shall dictate to the neces- 
sities of the industrious and enterprising citizen. It for- 
bids that what is designed to be a uniform test of property 
should, like property, be regulated in its value by the laws 
of demand and supply. Hence we find that, in every 
country where commerce and trade are regarded as worthy 
the protection of law, w'heie credit enters into the business 
transactions of the community, laws have been made to 
fix tho rateef interest upon money, and prescribe the pen- 
alties against their violation. It is when revulsions in 
trade take place, when misfortune overtakes the honest 
and enterprising man in times like the present, the usurer, 
who adds but little by his labor to the wealth or happine.ss 
ef society, gluts liis appetite and fills liis colTers at the ex- 
pense, and not unfrequcntly upon the ruin, of the labori- 
ous and industrious portion of the community. I, there- 
fere, respectfully recommend to the General Assembly the 
propriety of levising the laws against usury. If the inter- 
est upon money, as now regulated by law, be too low, in- 
crease it; but at whatever rate the Legislature has de- 
clared it shall be, let that be the standard, and prohibit, by 
adequate penalties, its evasion. The unfortunate victim 
of tho usurer, seldom has the moral courage to avail him- 
self of the present provisions of the law made for his pro- 
tection; but if the excessive interest exacted was forfeited 
to the Commonwealth, and an apyropriatc remedy pre- 
scribed by law, public sentiment would sustain and en- 
force its execution. We might then hope to see much of 
that public and individual sufl'ering, arising from the hea- 
vy exactions of the money-lender, disappear from the 
transactions of commerce.

our government, have invited within our borders many aliens 
and strangers who have died within the State. Their kin- 
dred, who would have a just claim upon their estates, are 
unknown — persons have administered upon them, and hold 
them without the shadow of claim founded in justice or 
right, other than that of being administrator or executor. I 
would respectfully suggest the propriety of (he passage of a 
law requiring, in these and all similar cases, that the admin- 
istrator pay the money into the State Treasury, to be kept 
for the distributees, upon proper application being made. 

There is one other subject to which 1 invite the attention of 
the Legislature before I close this communication . It is to 
the laws now in force authorizing the appropriation, by grant, 
of what is called the vaca:«t lands within the Commonwealth. 
It was the intention of the Legislature, and they so declared 
it in the law when they authorized the appropriation of land 
by Kentucky warrants, tliat land which had been patented 
heretofore under the laws of Virginia and Kentucky should 
not be subject to new appropriation. It has now become a 
trade in some sections of the State to appropriate all (he 
lands which are found unoccupied by the ow ner as vacant 
land. The titles thus acquired arc sold to the uninformed 
citizen, who. ignorant of the fraud, settles upon the land of 
another, believing it.his own. Numerous instances exist 
where the land of the widow, or the descendants of him who 
purchased and paid for it with his blood, freely shed in the 
rcfcnce of his country, have been appropriated, under the ex- 
isting laws, at ten cents per acre. 'I'liis system, if continued, 
will again involve our population and land titles in legal con- 
testation, and renew the evils which were entailed upon us by 
the unwise and improvident land laws of Virginia. Does it 
comport with the high character for justice, which Kentucky 
proudly asserts, that she, knowingly; permits her citizens to 
appropriate, as vacant, the land which has been patented for 
half a century, and which, in many instances perhaps, con- 
stitutes the only heritage of a descendant of some ancestor of 
revolutionary memory f
